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DOMINIONS 
PLACE IN G.B. 
DIPLOMACY 


LONDON, Eng., Aug. 2. — The 
prominence which was given to the 
question of the Anglo-Japanese treaty 
by the Imperial cabinet, which has 
just concluded its sittings, and the 
opportunity which was thus given to 
the representatives of the dominions 
to give their views and advice in re- 
gard to this important aspect of Brit- 
ish foreign policy, and other matters 
in relation to foreign affairs g nerally, 
again focused attention on the chang- 
ed status of the colonies. 

There is no manner of doubt that if 
the dominions had been consulted they 
would unanimously have decided to 
support the mother country in her war 
against Germany. The fact remains, 
however, that they were not so con- 
sulted, and they were drawn as active 
partners into the greatest conflict the 
world has ever seen. This opened 
their eyes to the possibility in the fu- 
ture of being involved in another 
struggle, in which, perhaps, their 
sympathies would not lie, by reason 
of a turn or twist of the foreign pol- 
icy of Great Britain, concerning which 
they would not have had the slight- 
est opportunity of expressing an opin- 
ion or controlling its course. This un- 
satisfactory state of affairs obviously 
could not continue, and England has 
been the first to recognize this in a 
most practical manner by postponing 
the consideration of the renewal, or 
otherwise, of the Anglo-Japanese 
treaty, until all the Dominions were 
given the opportunity of examining 
the matter with special reference to 
the pact would have over their own 
destinies. 


Stern Initiation 


Theugh young in knowledge of the 
practical side of foreign affairs, the 
recent experience of the Dominions 
acted as a veritable forging house, and 
taking into consideration the almost 
entirely novel aspect of European 
polities at the present time, the young 
states of the British Commonwealth 
may be said to have grown up with 
the new regimes, and therefore to be 
as au fait with continental matters 
as the” motliyrland herself. This is 
not, ef course, quite the case, as the 
past histories of the countries who 
have had such sudden and dramatic 
reversals of fortune are invaluable for 
understanding their present trend and 
future development, but, at the same 
time, it must be admitted that the 
baptism of the dominions into the 
practical side of foreign affairs was 
so stern and thorough that their few 
years of such experiences outweigh in 
importance many peaceful years of 
graduation. 

This being the case there is a 
natural and insistent call in the do- 
minions not only to be consulted in 
regard to British foreign policy, but 
also to have some sort of deciding 
voice where their interests are di- 
rectly concerned. 

Adequately to play their parts in 
shaping and carrying out any form 
of foreign policy the dominions will 
have strenuously to exert themselves, 
for, as H. Duncan Hall, the constitu- 
tionalist, points out, the general ig- 
norance of foreign affairs and lack 
of interest in foreign policy, which 
has so often been deplored in Eng- 
land, ts far greater in the dominions 
than in the mother country. In che 
past the colonies felt, in a vague way, 
that they had little concern in inter- 
national affairs ,but, as stated, they 
have since learned to their bitter cost 
that a sudden turn in foreign policy 
may mean the reshaping of their 
whole destiny. Mr. Hall has porposed 
that the setting up of foreign affairs 
committees in each dominion parlia- 
ment would be one of the best means 
of arousing an intelligent interest 
among the people, of enabling the 
legislature to exercise an effective 
control over the Foreign Secretary 
responsible to it, and to insist upon 
the abolition of the worst features 
of secret diplomacy. 


Committee Government 


It would have been of the greatest 
value if questions which were to be 
discussed in the Imperial assembly 
or imperial conference could be re- 
ferred, in the first place to the appro- 
priate committees in each parlia- 
ment for preliminary survey. It also 
would be advisable if at least the 
leading members of such standing 
committee on foreign affairs as may 
be set up were included in the dele- 
gations from the respective parlia- 
ments. This would be specially im- 
portant in the case of any dominion 
which preferred to continue to carry 
out its foreign policy through the 
British foreign office instead of set- 
ting up a department of its own. 
Meetings of the imperial assembly 
would afford the only opportunity to 
the parliament of such dominion to 
come into personal contact with the 
British Foreign Secretary and to pass 
judgment on his policy so far as it af- 
fected the particular dominion. Such 
personal contact would be no less im- 
portant for the larger dominions, if 
they adopt, to any great extent, the 
practice of acting in the more import- 
ant questions of group policy through 
the British Foreign Secretary as the 
leader of the group. 

Whatever machinery may ultimate- 
ly be devised for registering and giv- 
ing effect to the views of the do- 


minions in regard to foreign policy, 
there can be no question as to the 
| beneficent trend toward the perman- 
ent peace of the world which their 
{entry into international politics will 
| bring about; for the dominions, with- 
out exception, are devoted adherents 
of the method of peaceful arbitration 
| for the settlement of disputes, rather 
than an appeal to arms, which the 
great war has shown can only end in 
disaster in varying degrees to all con- 
cerned, It is but natural, too, that 
the younger units of the British com- 
monwealth should desire uninterrup- 
ted peace, for they have great ter- 
ritories to develop and this develop- 
ment requires all their energies and 
thoughts. 

The international questions discus- 
sed at the imperial cabinet were in- 
deed weighty, but the significance of 
the gathering went even beyond that, 
for to all intents and purpose the 
conference marked the birth not of one 
nation, but of several, and these na- 
tions now form, with the beloved 
mother country, a veritable League of 
Nations in being. 


L. N. Irrigation 
Work Progresses 


That the Lethbridge Northern Irri- 
gation district is now really under 
construction only those who have been 
en the ground can realize, and it is for 
those who can visit the work t do so, 
and they will then know what is real- 
ly being done. The resident engineer. 
F. J. Clark, C.E., has charge of the 
first 30 miles from the intake to the 
division line east. It was through his 
courtesy and kind offer that we visited 
the 30 miles on Saturday, July 30, 

Mr. Clark begins work at 6 a.m. 
and is on the road to his line at 7 
a.m. and after making his daily trip 
reaches camp again about 6 p.m. He 
spends two or three hours at the camp 
office, then returns to his home. Mr. 
Clark says after all are well started 
with their construction he will have it 
easier. 

We drove 12 miles west from the 
town of Macleod to the intake. Here 
a new camp had first been started on 
the bank of the river, and where the 
river leaves the cut bank, just three 
miles north of the C.P.R., which is 122 
feet higher than the water in the 
river, At this point a gang of men 
are busy clearing the right-of-way by 
cutting the bush and trees. Some of 
these are 2% feet in diameter. These 
are cut and trimmed. About 2% miles 
of timbered land is to be cleared, then 
open prairie until the crossing is 
reached, then more bush and heavy 
wooded land on both sides of the river. 
At the intake a dam will be built 
across the river from 650 to 700 feet 
in length. It will be built on the solid 
rock and from 10 to 15 feet high. This 
will be all cement work, with fixed 
crest gates. A large amount of blast- 
ing powder and dynamite will be used 
in removing the stumps from the land, 
and a magazine is being built in the 
bank. 

Munroe & Co, have the first 15 
miles from the intake to the crossing 
of William Creek. They began with 
their drag-line on the north bank of 
the Old Man river. It is the Marion 
make, is operated by a crew of seven 
men, and runs two shifts of ten hours 


twenty working hours each day. This 
immense machine lifts on’ an average 


three yards each time it is filled, and 
during the working day moves about 
8600 yards of earth or gravel. They 
will use this machine all the length of 
the 15-mile contract, and they expect 
to have the contract completed within 
the time specified. R. J. Lawlor is 
the superintendent of the work on 
this contract. The flume across the 
river will be 34000 feet long, built of 


steel and supported by steel piers 
set on concrete foundations, The 
flume will be 15 feet at the top and 
capable of carrying 800 C.F.S, The 


first water used will be seven miles 
from the crossing of the river. 

Grant, Smith & Co, took the next 
contract themselves on the east side 
of William Cree where a fill is be- 
ing made three-quarters of a mile 
long. The highest point on this fill is 
25 feet. The work is being handled by 
a steam shovel, loading into dump 
cars, and hauled by donkey engines, 
each train containing ten cars of four 
yards each. On the eastern portion of 
this mileage a large drag line is be- 
ing erected and will be operating the 
first week in August. It is fitted up 
with electric light and will be run 
the full 24 hours, excepting the meal 
time, The superintendent in charge 
of this work is John Campbell, who 
seems to know his work and is able to 
hande his 35 men. 

Several small sub-contractors are 
on the work and are making good. 


Moving Much Earth 


The next section is covered by L. 
Larson, an old-time railroad contrac- 
tor, born in the U.S.A., but a Cana- 
dian, and believes in using Canadians 
when they can do the work, and also 
in using Canadian goods. Mr. Larson 
uses a steam shovel of the Bucyrus 
make, He moves over 2000 yards of 
earth in ten hours, and knows how 
to make a grade. He will on August 
1, run the shovel 24 hours per day, 
being fitted with an electric light 
system, and in this way be able to 
complete his contract early.

The New Premier 
Has Qualities 
Of Leadership 


EDMONTON, Alta, Aug. 1.—Her- 
bert Greenfield, upon whom has fallen 
the mantle of the premiership of Al- 
berta, has been a resident of this prov- 
ince and an enthusiastic worker for 
its general good these fifteen years 
past. 

He came west from Ontario in 
1906, settling on a homestead a few 
miles south of the present town of 
Westlock, which he has since made 
into one of Alberta’s model farms. 

The new premier was born in Win 
chester, a suburb of London, England 
fifty-two years ago. The fact that 
he first saw the light in a house in 
which kings have been born may 
have been a prophecy of the events 
which have now, in the fullness of 
time, come to pass. 


An Early Training 


AUSTRALIAN 
NAVY HAS 
AMBITIONS 


MELBOURNE, Victoria, Aug. 3.— 
The Australian Navy has been await 
ing the announcement of a new im- 
perial scheme, This was expected as 
the outcome of the imperial confer- 
ence in London, but President Hard- 
ing’s disarmament discussions at 
Washington may profoundly affect the 
decision in the Commonwealth as well 
as in London. 

An unofficial estimate of Australia’s 
probable annual contribution toward 
her own naval defense was £500,000 
a year. It is not probable that the 
young nation can afford to pay for 
super-dreadnaughts, and the ideal of 
an Australian navy, so gloriously up- 
held by the Australia, the Sydney, and 
the other vessels of the fleet, may be 
confined to the provision of light 
cruisers, destroyers, submarines, air 
craft and naval bases. 


Joint Manoeuvres Likely 


The Imperial conference in London 
most probably had before it carefully 
thought out plans for co-operation by 
the Australian, the East Indian and 
the China squadrons in the event of 
war, and the recent Singapore naval 
conference may have an important 
bearing on future Birtish strategy.

This method of joint management, 
combined with the profit sharing plan 
adopted at the recent settlement 
whereby men receive 87 per cent. of 
the profits, will undoubtedly result in 
a greatly improved output from the 
mines with reduced cost and conse- 
quently cheaper coal for the nation’s 
industries,

With regard to the Anglo-Japanese 
Treaty, Mr. Chamberlain, who wound 
up the debate, said that he did not be- 
lieve that the intentions and results of 
the A lo-Japanese alliance would 


give rise to any real apprehension on 
the part of the governing authorities 
in the United States. The British 
Government would be no party to any 
alliance directed against America, and 
he hinted that the continuation of the 
tréaty in a modified form was a pos 
sibility. The object of imperial pol- 
icy in relation to other countries was, 
he explained, to secure such confi 
dence ,such understanding and such 
co-operation among the great Pacific 
powers as to prevent any new compe- 
tition in armaments and to secure 
world peace. He concluded by speak- 
ing of the British Empire as a League 
of Nations more closely knit than that 
other famous League which had just 
come to birth. If peace had not ce- 
mented it, blood would bind it forever 
and the sacrifices which the parts 
made individually in the war were 
pledges to the meollectively for con- 
tinued unity and protection.

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FINAL ACT IN IRISH 
DRAMA DRAWS NEAR 


LONDON, Aug. 1.—Developments 
in the peace negotiations between 
Premier Lloyd George and leaders of 
the Irish Republic are imminent, it 
was reported here today, but gov- 
ernment leaders refused to lift the 
veil of secrecy. There was certain 
deductions made from the arrival in 
Dublin yesterday morning of Ari 
O’Brien, president of the Gaelic 
League in London, but they could not 
be verified, 

One rumor was to the effect that 
Mr. O’Brien was the courier who 
would take the Sinn Fein reply to Mr. 
Lloyd George, while another story de- 
clared that Eammon de Valera would 
himself return to London during the 
coming week and that Sir James 
Craig, the premier of Ulster, was also 
coming to this city. It was also re- 
ported that members of the Irish Re- 
publican parliament, which has been 
expected to meet during the coming 
week, have made preparations to re- 
ceive a sudden call to Dublin, and the 
British government was declared to 
be ready to release imprisoned mem- 
bers of the Republican parliament im- 
mediately after being apprised of the 
date upon which that body would 
mect. 

It was admitted in Sinn Fein quar- 
ters that there was a considerable 
difference of opinion among members 
of the Sinn Feiners respecting the 
concessions to be demanded from 
England. Some members were de- 
clared to be adhering resolutely to 
the demand for full national inde- 
pendence and for this predictions were 
made that the meeting of the Dail 
Eireann when held would probably 
develop some stiff opposition to the 
leaders who were represented as being 
resolved to adopt a compromise mea- 
sure, 

It was maintained, however, that 
Mr. De Valera and his immediate col- 
leagues retained control of the situ- 
ation and would carry the principle of 
compromise against the demands of 
extremists. 


PREMIER MEIGHEN 
SAILS FOR CANADA 


LONDON, July 30.—(Can. Assd. 
Press)—Premeir Arthur Meighen was 
given a very cordial send-off when he 
left this morning for the boat train. 
Among the notables who were at the 
station to wish him God-speed were 
his grace the Duke of Devonshire, 
the Hon Winston Churchill, Acting 
High Commissioner Griffith and sev- 
eral cabinet officials. 

The premier, although somewhat 
axhansted from hard work during, the 
last few days, ‘Was in good spirits. 
He reiterated his grateful apprecia- 
tion of the unfailing kindness shown 
him and his party everywhere during 
his stay in England. Just before the 
train left Mrs. Meighen was handed 
a beautiful bouquet by one of the 
many English ladies who had come to 
bid Premier and Mrs. Meighen adieu. 

The Times, in an editorial this 
morning, praises Mr. Meighen on be- 
ing a model of stern reticence during 
his visit, and adds both in England 
and Canada this self-restraint has 
been greatly valued. The influence af 
Canadian premiers at such meetings, 
the Times says, has always been very 
great, and if Mr. Meighen believes 
that the less said about it the better, 
few will be quick to differ with him 
on that point. 


Dates of Elections 


OTTAWA, July 30.—(Can, Press) 
—wWith the return of Premier Meighen 
te Ottawa about the end of next week, 
it is expected that many questions 
which have been held over for his at- 
tention will shortly be decided upon. 
Among these y be the setting of 
dates for the L,-elections to be held 
in West York and St. Antoine. The 
question of the West York writ came 
up some time ago, when it was stated 
ir, despatches from Toronto that a 
date had been decided upon, but at 
that time Sir George Foster, acting 
premier, stated that there would be no 
decision as to the holding of by-elec- 
tions until the premier returned, 

His return wilk also revive the talk 
of the possibilities of dissolution, 
which it is expected will be one of 
the matters discussed in cabinet 
ecouncit shortly after the premier re- 
turng. Some of the government’s 
friends gre known to be agitating 
for early dissolution and general 
election, while others are equally as 
insistent on delaying an election un- 
til there is a redistribution measure 
passed by parliament. 

Considerable attention is being 
paid to the change of plans shown 
by the immediate return of Hon. C. 
C. Ballantyne, minister of naval af- 
fairs. When Mr, Ballantyne left here 
it was generally understood that he 
would remain in Europe for a month 
or two after the ending of the ¢un- 
ference during which time hg planned 
to make an auto tour with his fam- 
ily. His return within a few daya of 
the premier is giving rise to much 
comment as to probable important 
developments; since the full cabinet is 
gathere® together in Ottawa again. 


SESSION OF SUPREME 
COUNCIL AUGUST 8th 


PARIS, Aug. 1.—It has been defi- 
nitely decided that the next session of 
the allied supreme council, at which 
the question of Upper Silesia will be 
‘taken up shall be held in Paris begin- 
ning August 8th. 

The date first proposed for the 
meeting was August 4, but Lord Cur- 
zon, the British secretary for foreign 
affairs, asked last week in the final 
British note of the correspondence 


with France over the Silesian ques- 
tion that August 8 be seiected as 
Premier Bonami of Italy would be un- 
able to attend sooner, and this date 
has now been definitely selected. 


Demand Safe Passage 


PARIS, Aug. 1.—Baron A’Bernon, 
the British ambassador to Germany, 
has received instructions from his 
rovernment to associate himself with 
Charles Laurent, the French ambassa- | 
dor at Berlin, in the demand for the 
safe passage through Germany of re- 
inforcements for Upper Silesia, ac-. 
cording to Berlin advices yesterday. 

Belgium, it is learned, will be in- 
vited to attend the meeting of the 
supreme council, and the United States 
will send an observer. The question of 
sending reinforcements into Upper 
Silesia will be settled first, after 
which the council will consider the 
division of the Upper Silesian terri- 
tory as between Germany and Pol- 
and. Problems concerned with the 
reparations question will not be taken 
up, these being left for settlement by 
the allied ministers of finance. | 

It is understood the council also 
will discuss means for giving aid to 
famine-stricken Russia and probably 
will examine the Far East situation.

LONDON, July 30.—The latest! 
British note over the Silesian prob- 
lem, which was handed to the French 
government in Paris yesterday morn- 
ing and which was described in offi- 
cial circles as a “vigorously worded 
document,” reminds the French gov- 
ernment of the firmness with which 
Great Britain has always adhered to 
the principle of close- co-operation 
and mutual consultation between the 
allied governments. 

The note expresses surprise at the 
sudden change in attitude on the part 
of the French government, especially 
as early this week the principle of co- 
operation was emprasized and agreed 
to between Lord Curzon, the foreign 
secretary and the French ambassador, 
while following the incident of the 
occupation of Frankfort by the French 
in April, 1920, M. Millerand, then th« 
premier, had given definite assur- 
ances that France would not in‘fu 
ture take isolated action on matters 
of common concern to the allies. The 
note likewise surprise at 
the unusual and apparently unfriend 
ly fone of the French communique of 
Wednesday last, when Great Britain.

/AIR PATROL PILOT 
DEAD; PLANE DIVES 


CALGARY, Aug. 1—Capt. Will 
Shields, pilot of the Dominion air 
patrol at High River, Alta., was al- 
most instantly killed about 8 o’clock 
this morning when starting on an in- 
spection flight over the forests in the 
Clearwater district west of Red Deer. 
His machine had risen only about 50 
feet when it made a nose dive, and 
Capt. Shields was so badly injured 
in the crash that he lived only a few 
minutes. 

He came from Portage La Prairie, 
Man. ,and had a splendid overseas rec- 
ord and was only married a month 
ago. His observer aseaped unhurt. 
Capt. Shields had been with the High 
River patrol, whose duty it was to fly 
over the forests of the foothills and 
eastern Rockies and locate fires since 
the aerodrome was opened some 
months ago, 


Further Details 


CALGARY, Aug. 1.—Capt. W. E. 
Shields, acting sub-station superin- 
dent of the Dominion air patrol at 
High River, was almost instantly 
killed at 7.37 this morning, when 
through some cause yet unexplained, 
his machine side-slipped and fell a 
distance of 50 feet, alighting on one 
of the wings. 

Accompanied by C. H. Harding, 2 
wireless operator, loaned to the air 
board by the department of naval sur- 
vey radio branch, who was acting 
observer, Capt. Shields was preparing 
for a flight over the 
Clearwater district, west of Red Deer. 
The machine had just taken off and 
had risen about 50 feet, when it was 
seen to sideslip and fall. Capt. 
Shields received a heavy blow on the
